BRIDGE VICTIMS 


KELSO, Wash, Jan 4.—Noon today 


saw rescue workers still fighting 
vigorously to penetrate the mass of 
wreckage wrought by last night's col- 
lapse o£ the Cowhtz river suspension 
bridge here, and bring from it bodies 
of maybe scores of persons believed 
to have been lost in the disaster.

Chicago Municipal Court Justice 


Urges Necessity of Federal Co- 


operation in Case of 


Criminals. 


CHICAGO. Jan. 4.—The federal gov- 


ernment was appealed to today in the 
flght for sterilization of habitual crim- 
inals. 


Chief Justice Harry Oleson, of the 


Chicago municipal court, in a letter 
to a member of President Hardiug's 
cabinet, urged the necessity of federal 
cooperation. 


Oleson who is president of "the re- 


search bureau, of the Carnegie loun- 
dation and a student of criminal hered- 
ity, 
is one of the leaders in the war 


for sterilization. 


"\Ve must make our duty to poster- 


ity a part of our 
religion," Oleson 


stated today. 
"The Chinese worship 


their ancestors. We should worship 
posterity. 


"Sterilization 
laws 
have been 


passed in fifteen states and efforts are 
bvhiK made 
to gi't similar laws In 


other stall's."

"Other count!ies are away ahead of 


us in the study of hereditary taints, 
and they have wished on us scores of 
persons they wanted to get rid of.

menace because of low grade intelli- 
gence, but becaus<5 of low grade emo- 
tions and low g;ade morals.

—thirteen years too late. 


The first link in the chain of strange 


events in Wright's life was forged in 
1909. 
Then it was that Wright and 


Mrs. Wright and a neighboring couple, 
Edwin and Mamah Borthwick Cheney, 
sat in a conference at which Wright 
and Mrs. Cheney confessed their love 
| and asked their mates to divorce 
i them in order that they might marry. 
| "We want to be respectably mar- 
• Tied," Wright explained. "If you re- 
] fuse, we wiiff be ostracised and our 
i happiness will be marred, but we will 


i not part." 


Cheney left 
the verdict to Mrs. 


Wright. 
"Absurd!" Mrs. Wright 
said. "A 


mad infatuation—a passing fancy! Go 
away together to Europe. If you still 
feel the same way when you return, 
I will consent to divorce." 


So it was arranged. Wright and 


Mrs. Cheney sailed away on what 
they termed.their "love hegira." A 
few months later they returned. They 


i still desired to marry. Cheney ob- 
• tained a divorce. Wtfen Mrs. Wright 
i was asked to do likewise she laughed 
bitterly. 


"I will give no divorce," she said. 
Disappointed in their plan to marry,

Thruout the turmoil. Mrs. Wright

"It is my only recourse against him

Time passed. Wright's business was 


affected by the scandal. Financial rufn 
loomed. His defiant attitude tsrned 
to bitterness. Still he remained ob- 
durate. 
Shortly after this. Wright had gone 


to Chicago on business aad in his ab- 
sence Mamah Borth-srick -was slain by 
a frenzied negro. 
The two Cheney 


children, who were visiting her, met a 
similar fate. The negro, employed as 
chef at the bungalow, slew lour other 
employes, set fire to the bonse and 
then dran Jtacid.

The corri- 
dors of public buildings would be the 
scene of blrthg. The threat of pesti- 
lence would be a very present one. 


This, on a much enlarged scale, was 


the situation found by the American 
Red Cross when it arrived in Greece. 
Every seaport on the eastern coast 
of the country had seen Its harbor en- 
tered by ships carrying refugees from 
Asia Minor. In Saloniki, with a popu- 
lation of 150,000, there were 140,000. 
Athens, Piraeus 
and 
other 
places 


were full. 
The country was choked 


and bursting with its hordes of help 
less, penniless people. 


Thousands on Stone Floors. 


They remained substantially where 


they had been first 
deposited, and 


there they are today. Thousands lie 
on the cold stone floors 
of public 


buidings. Other thousands sit on the 
floors of schools, churches, mosques, 
synagogues; on bare ground under the 
! leaky roofs of warehouses; 
in fac- 


I lories, cinemas, cafes,

1 tions, buildings not completed. Many 
are squatting on the quays, keeping 
watch day and night over their miser- 
able bundles. 


In the buildings each 
family has 


marked off a few square leet for it- 
self, drawn a line or put down a coat 
as a boundary, and settled itself to 
await a new habitation.

it is adjoined by other families. Dur- 
ing the day some of the people go out- 
into the open air, perhaps to make the 
hopeless search for work.

Epidemics of scarlet fever 


and other diseases have started. Con- 
ditions are ripe for typhus. 


In Salonica a hundred people are 


dying daily. Suicides, caused by the 
unendurable conditions, are becoming 
more frequent".

a single season—more than any man 
ever won in one year on the turf. 
John W. Gates, who spent half the 
season with Drake in England, won 
half a million. The success of Drake | 
and Gates led to an outburst from j 
Lord Durham against the alleged de- 
moralization of the English turf by 
American betting men. "Do American 
trainers doctor their horses?" was 
a favorite topic iu the British news- 
papers at the time and the discussion 
caused by such a stir that the stew- 
ards began an investigation of the 
methods of Enoch Wishard, Drake's 
trainer.

The num- 
ber was not large in .the days when 
the saloon was open and everybody 
could buy all that was wanted. There 
be those of so little care for the mor- 
row as to be guilty of the folly of set- 
ting an example in law-breaking and 
others so much off balance that they 
are willing to take a chance on the fu- 
ture if they can get a little present 
excitement, but the people of more 
than average wealth are the ones who 
stand to lose 
heaviest when law 


breaks down completely. What hap- 
pened to the rich in Russia ought to 
be enough to scare the rich in Amer- 
ica woo lead in lawlessness. 


The soviet did not entirely devote 


its energies to taking 
awful 
and 


bloody vengeance upon the rich peo- 
ple of that country. The prolatariat 
has always hated the rich for their 
money and their arrogance, but it has 
been equally bitter against the middle 
class, because every government that 
lasts must depend for its permanency 
upon the people of moderate means 
who got what they have by work and 
saving. What the lower ten 
does 


when it temporarily gets the posses- 
sion of power, as now and then his- 
tory has revealed that it occasionally 
does, is to kill and rob the rich and 
put the middle class out of political 
power tor as long as possible. When 
their leaders get some property them- 
selves they get cured. 


What madness is it that Induces us 


to lose good and needed Bleep and 
break all of Doc Brady's precepts by 
going to a midnight show one night 
in a year and in making night hideous 
with our auto horns? That insistent 
demand of 
ourselves 
for novelty, 


something new, something to break 
the dread monotony of our existence, 
a restless reaching out for that good 
time we crave so greatly and which 
never satisfies? 
More of us should 


study philosophy and learn the lure 
of the Nirvana in this life that it of- 
fers. More of us will when we get 
older and get a taste of the poise and 
serenity it brings. 


Cicero said that the chief virtue'of 


philosophy Is to teach men how to die- 
In truth, as other writers and think- 
ers have contended, Its chief value is 
to teach men how to find life accept- 
able. This is only another way of say- 
ing that Its principal function and ul- 
timate object is to show men and 
•women how to. get the most real and 
endurable pleasure out of life. Phil- 
osophy and religion early came into 
conflict, because the idea of religion 
that-siippcd our forbears -was that 
•we 
pleased God by mortifying the 


flesh, and there are still some relig- 
ionists who regard life from the same 
angle of those who walked on coals 
and stuck knives thru their skin. 
Philosophy and religion are co-vrork- 
ers today in adding to the sum of hu- 
man contentment. 


One question that vexed the an- 


cients seems to have been fairly -well 
settled. In the old days, it a solMei 
surrendered a city to the enemy, it 
•was proof positive'that he lacked in 
courage, as quite often he did. 
Then 


they put him to death. 
Nowadays 


these soldiers live'to surrender some 
other day. None of the military com- 
manders who made egregious blun- 
ders In the world's war have had any 
severer punishment than an urge to 
write their memoirs. We have finally 
come to the conclusion that we have no 
moral right to punish a man for an 
inherent weakness or a lack, of admir- 
able qualities, and reserve the lash 
lor those who give tongue and form 
to treason.

Bad Manners in Criticism. 


Bad manners in literary criticism 


have become quite common and are as 
a rule resorted to by those reviewers 
and critics who cannot manage subtler 
methods of annihilation. The bludgeon 
and the brickbat have taken the place 
of the rapier. Not only is this true 
but many readers look forward with 
delight to these exhibitions of buf- 


foonery and abuse, their idea of wit 
being horse-play and their notion of 
disapproval being on the level of a 
kick. This constantly growing method 
of "literary criticism" seems to have 
been borrowed from 
the 
political 


arena; It is analogous to what used to 
be called Tillmanism. Some of the 
more aged readers of these pages may 
remember the time when that aristo- 
cratic, courageous, and cultivated gen- 
tleman, Wade Hampton, represented 
South Carolina in the United States 
senate; he really represented her, be- 
ing typical of the 
finest 
type of 


breeding and manners we associate 
with the old south. He was succeeded 
by a man with a pitchfork, who at 
first shocked but ultimately delighted 
thousands of Americans by an exhi- 
bition of language and manners quite 
otherwise than traditional. At first he 
seemed out of place; but soon his 
picturesque habits of speech amused 
the groundlings to such an extent that 
Tillman became a decidedly popular 
man, not only In the senate but thru- 
out the country, and a whole school 
of Imitators, sprang up who had all 
of his grotes'queness with none of his 
sincerity. Coarseness was taken for 
virility. 


Much of the same change has taken 


place in what passes for literary criti- 
cism; readers demand that it be 
"snappy," highly-spiced, and as brutal 
as possible. I cannot think that this 


new method Is any more 
effective 


than the old, either in politics or In 
English composition.—Scribner's Mag- 
azine.
